Following within a few days the

The Country Editor— 


Among the members of the National Editorial asso- 


ciation which has just held its annual convention in this 
city are many from small cities and towns who publish or 
conduct journals of limited circulation. But anybody who 
thinks that these journalists are not highly important citi- 
zens of the republic is sadly mistaken. 


The country editor, as he is called by his metropolitan 


brother in the profession, is often a man of greater in- 
fluence in the community in which he lives and works than 
is the editor of a big city daily. One reason for this is 
that a country newspaper is likely to be free from the 
more serious faults of modern journalism than is its metro- 
politan contemporary. For example, in a large city where 
there are a number of rival newspapers, the rivalry is apt 
to degenerate into a race for circulation for'the mere sake 
of circulation, no matter how obtained. Experience has 
demonstrated that "\yith the less scrupulous publishers the 
next step is an appeal to the baser instincts of human na- 
ture. This appeal is made by such publishers for no other 
purpose than to sell newspapers. 


In a large sense the'country editor is a hero. His ma- 


terial reward, is he remains in his position, is rarely com- 
mensurate with the labor and intelligence required. The 
same expenditure of brain power put forth in almost any 
other profession or business would result in greater mater- 
ial gain. The grind, nearly always a hard one, saps his 
strength. His close application to work deprives him of 
an opportunity for social enjoyment. He must "scorn de- 
lights and live laborious days." 


Country editors have many tribulations, among, them 


the acts of enemies easily incurred by the slightest uncom- 
plimentary personal allusion. 
Often it is necessary for 


such an editor to make an uphill fight "for years before lie 
can establish his newspaper on.a paying basis. _It is no 
wonder thatVso ma?iy country jowrnatepts fail iix the bitteiv. 
struggle, foi} often competition wftn/rlval newspapers is 
so keen that in a tiwn with three o£ four small journals 
not one of their editors may be found to be making a decent 
living. 


In a small town the editor is much closer to his sub- 


scribers than is the metropolitan journalist. He receives 
no end of unwelcome advice. He begins to think that it is 
the prevailing opinion in his community that anybody can 
run a newspaper. And yet when he becomes well estab- 
lished he finds himself the local oracle, if not dictator. 


But, even if the material rewards are meager in many 


cases, the good that a conscientious, hard-working editor 
may do in a small community may be greater in proportion 
to the numbers of readers than that done by a metropolitan 
publisher. And the massed influence and cumulative effect 
of it, taking the combined circulations of all the country 
press into consideration, is probably as great, if not greater, 
than that of the large city dailies. 


Country newspaper work affords exceptional advan- 


tages to ambitious young men. There is no limit to the 
power they may reach through this agency. 
Warren G. 


Harding was the publisher of a newspaper in a small city, 
and other public men of note have had a similar experience. 
Some of the men now receiving the highest salaries as 
writers were small-town editors, among them Booth Tar- 
kington and Samuel G. Blythe. William Dean Howells 
began life on a country newspaper and the list could be 
greatly extended. 


All honor to the country editor, and may his influence 


and his circulation never grow less.—Los Angeles Times.

A Little Talk on Thrift— 


Carelessness and lack of thrift are much the same. 
The vice of carelessness, which may seem trivial, is 


capable of serious consequences. The National Board of 
Fire Underwriters has recently issued some instructive data 
on the effects of lack of care. According to thesg figures, 
the destruction of property in the United States from fires 
due to careless handling of matches amounts to $30,000,000 
a year. It was a little more than that for the year 1924, 
the last annual period for which figures are obtainable. 
During the five years from 1920 to 1924, carelessness with 
matches caused the loss of $171,000,000, or enough to erect 
50,000 homes at $3500 each. 


The insurance organization tells us that Americans 


use 770,000,000 matches daily. 
This means 770,000,000" 


times that we must be careful. 
The percentage of care- 


lessness, therefore, does not need to be very great in order 
to bring about disastrous results. 


The destruction of property is of small consequence 


compared with the destruction of human life due to care- 
lessness in the use of matches. A few years ago 145 girls 
were burned to death in a New York shirtwaist factory 
because of a carelessly tossed match. At Binghamtown, 
N. Y., 35 workers lost their lives because someone was 
careless in disposing of a lighted cigarette, and the same 
cause led to the destruction of 15 lives in a paper box 
factory in Pittsburgh. 


America has not forgotten the tragic story of the 


Windsor hotel fire in New York. An old man, lighting a 
cigar, to.ssed the flaming match into a lace curtain. 


The United States forest service estimates that the 


careless smoker alone is responsible for upwards of 20 per 
cent of all fires in the national forests.

With the opening of the throttle 


valve on the gigantic new turbine of 
the Southern California Edison com- 
pany at its Long Beach plant by 
R. H. Ballnrd. vice-president and 
general manager of the company, 
yesterday, 85^000 horsepower of elec- 
tric energy was added to the generat- 
ing capacity of the plant, bringing 
the total capacity to 305,000 horse- 
power, making it the largest steam 
generating plant west of the Missis- 
sippi. 


Eleven months ago, in August, 


1925, the excavation work started on 
the site of the new plant. More 
than 5500 piles were driven to af- 
ford a safe? and stanch foundation 
for the thousands of tons of concrete 
and steel which make up the plant. 
Throughout this time an army of 
construction men worked ort a 'care- 
fully arranged schedule. 


Following its regular policy, the 


Edison company purchased locally 
as much of the material which went 
into this unit as it was possible to 
do. The boilers made under the Con- 
nelly patents were built by the 
Llewellyn Iron Works; C. F. Braun 
company furnished the extraction 
water heaters, while all cast steel 
fittings used in the main steam line 
were manufactured by Warman's 
Cast Steel Casting company. Some 
of these cast steel fittings weighed 
in excess of six tons apiece. The 
giant turbine, largest of its type in 
the World, was built by the General 
Electric company. The condenser, al- 
so without an equal, for size any- 
where, was furnished by the West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
•company. 


The total cost, completed, was ap- 


proximately $5,500,000, of which $3, 
500,000 was spent locally. 


This new unit is the third to be 


installed at the Long Beach steam 
plant in the past two and one-half 
years. In November, 1924, a 55,000 
horsepower unit was placed in opera- 
tion. A few weeks later a second 
unit identical with the first was 
brought on the line. 


This is the major part of the great 


development work which the South: 
ern California Edison company is 
carrying out in attempting to keep 
up with the unprecedented growth 
of the communities which it serves.

MPROVED OLDSMOBILE SIX TO BE SHOWN HERE 


The top picture shows the new 


wo-way headlight found on the lat- 
st Oldsmobile six. The dotted lines 
epresent the direction of tre beam 
'or ordinary driving. 
Instead of 


dimmers, the lights are tilted down 
when meeting other drivers. 


In the center photograph is seen 


he new Landau model... Below is 
an insert of the new grouping of 
he instrument board panel showing 
he change in the ignition switch. 


a few of them can be mentioned 
here, but the outstanding ones, as 
pointed out by H. B. Yates, of the 
local Oldsmobile headquarters, are 
as follows: 


An enlarged cylinder bore from 


2% inches to 2 7-8 inches, which 
increases the displacement from 169 
to 185 cubic inches, and gives a cor- 
respondingly better performance on 
pick-up, hill-climbing and top speed. 


A dual air cleaning system which 


provides the carburetor with cleaned 
air from both sides of the motor. 
The breather on the right side pro- 
vides three-fourths of the air needed, 
and an additional one on the left 
side of the motor provides the other 
air necessary by carrying it through 
the crankcase and providing crank- 
case ventilation. 
This feature is 


found on only one other car in Amer- 
ica au,d that one sells for $3,000, ac- 
cording to Mr, Yates. 


A new rear axle ratio of 4.73 to 1, 


designed to contribute to smoother 
performance.- Nti~"ltfss Of- power has 
resulted from this change in gear 


ratio -because thp enlarged engine 
bore gives a surplus even after the 
change. 


Other changes contributing to add- 


ed power, longer life and smoother 
performance include a slight change 
in cam contour, double valve springs 
such as are found in racing cars and 
airplane engines, and others equally 
important. 


One new body type—a landeau— 


is announced. This makes ten models 
all told offered on the Oldsmobile six 
chassis. No change has been made in 
the standard Oldsmobile prices, ac- 
cording to Mr. Yates. 


All models are finished in Duco. 
The touring and de luxe are Rus- 


sian zrown on the lower portion and 
moleskin grey on the upper portion, 
the molding being black, and the 
striping in red. 


Coupe and le luxe coupe are Dage- 


stan blue up to the black molding, 
black above, and are striped in ivory 
with a fabricord covering over the 
metal-sheathed rear quarters^

rise of twelve hundred and forty-five 
eet is accomplished by Pacific Elec 
ric Railway cars in an ascent of rare

engineering feats and has been in oper- 
ation thirty-three years without a single 
accident. 


At Fjcho Mountain, the top of the 


ncline, is situated Lowe Observatory, 
founded in 1894 by Professor Thadeus 
S. C. Lowe, a noted scientist after 
whom Mt. Lowe was named. 
The 


observatory is open to visitors on Sat- 
urday, Sunday and holiday evenings 
when free lectures on astronqmy are 
given by the director.

one of spectacular variety.

passes over the 
celebrated 
Circle 


Bridge, famed as a marvelous piece of 
engineering skill.

of hotel amid a. forest of oak, spruce 
and cedar. It is open the year round. 
Handsome furnishings, hot and cold 
water, private baths, steam heat, two 
meals a day, long distance telephones, 
radio, daily papers, perfect ventilation, 
cold storage plant and ice machine, 
orchestra, ball-room, pool tables.cement 
tennis court, circulating library, chil- 
dren's playground, and up-to-dpte hotel 
service provide all the comforts of the 
city at very moderate rates. 


The dining room is famed for its 


fresh meats, fruits and vegetables, rich 
milk and cream, perfect service and 
immaculate appointments. 


There is a six-room "Bungalow"
